DIETARY STANDARDS. 


C u rlo a iti* " A b o u t F la b Scale*. 
The thin, silvery coating of fish 
scales derives its luster from many 
minute crystals of lime, mixed with a 
peculiar substance called 
“guanin.” 
This coating of silver crystals Is very 
easily rubbed off the scales, and in the 
case of a European species of carp 
known as the “bleak” the crystals are 
bo numerous that a metallic pigment, 
commercially known as “argentine,” Is 
made from them. The large globular 
glass beads, known as “German” or 
“Roman” pearls, are coated on the In­ 
side with this substance. In some spe 
cies of fish with lusterless scales the 
silvery lining Is found on the Inside of 
the body. A well known example of 
this Is seen in the common smelt.

A v e r a g e Han's Dally Food Need. 
Accepting the daily dietary stand 
ards which are based upon observe 
tions as to what people are accustomed 
to consume, It is plain that the average 
man doing from light to moderate 
muscular work must take each day 
approximately lid grams of proteld 
matter (18 grams of nitrogen), with 
sufficient fat and carbohydrate to yield 
a total fuel value of 3,050 large calo 
ries. The usual proportion of carbohy­ 
drate (mostly starchy food) Is about 
500 grams to 50-00 grams of fat. In 
other words, the average man needs, 
according to the above hypothesis, ap­ 
proximately 120 grams of proteld, 500 
grams of carbohydrate and GO grams 
of fat for his dally ration. In order to 
obtain these amounts of nutrients be 
would require per day three-fourths of 
a pound of ordinary roast beef, one 
pound of bolled potato, one half pound 
of white bread and one-fourth of a 
pound 
of 
butter. 
Naturally 
much 
greater variety of food might be adopt­ 
ed with the same nutritive values as 
die above, but these figures will suf­ 
fice to give some Impression of the 
quantities of ordinary cooked food­ 
stuffs required to yield the nitrogen 
and the total fuel value called for by 
the above standard dietary. 
A more elaborate diet, one in large 
measure free from meat and haying es­ 
sentially the same content of nitrogen 
and with a total fuel value of approx - 
mately 3,000 calories, would be as fol­ 
lows: Fried hominy, six ounces; sirup, 
three 
ounces; 
baked 
potato, 
eight 
ounces; 
butter, 
one 
and 
one-lialf 
ounces; baked spaghetti, ten ounces; 
mashed potato, ten ounces; boiled tur­ 
nip, six ounces; bread, two ounces; ap­ 
ple’sauce, eight ounces; apple tapioca 
pudding, twelve ounces^ qriedjweet pc> 
tato, eight ounces; fried bacon, 5he 
ounce; fruit Jam, four ounces; coffee, 
one aud one-half pints, and tea, three- 
fourths of a pint. Such a diet, owing 
to its vegetable nature and lack of con­ 
centration, is naturally quite volumi­ 
nous. 
A greater concentration of diet 
is easily obtained by replacement of 
a portion of the vegetable matter by 
meat, and this the ordinary man, with 
his highly developed palate, usually 
prefers to do localise of the Increased 
flavor which his acquired taste now 
calls for. 
Further, the resources at 
the command of the civilized man ren­ 
der possible great variety in matters 
of diet, but whatever the character of 
the daily food or however great the 
number and variety of the Ingredients 
It will be found that the nitrogen con­ 
tent and fuel value of the dally food of 
mankind will in general correspond in 
large measure to the dietary standards 
usually adopted throughout the civfilz- 
| sd world.—Russell H. Chittenden in

Another folio In crimson velvet has the 
arms of England embroidered on both 
sides with gold thread on a ground­ 
work of yellow silk. The king’s initials 
are worked above. The lettering Is In 
leather, and the boards are tied to­ 
gether by red ribbon, constituting a 
regal book in every p irtlenlar. John 
Gibson, In Scotland, and the Barkers, 
In England, were appointed to be the 
king's binders* but there is little trace 
of their work now extant. 


Animal H aring the Moat Teeth. 
The animal having the most teeth Is 
the great armadillo of south Central 
and northern South America. It is a 
fact well known to most people that 
the normal or average number of teeth 
In 
mammals 
Is 
thirty-two sixteen 
above and the same number below. 
Tile great armadillo, however, is an ex­ 
ception, having from 92 to IOO. Ile has 
from twenty-four to twenty-six In each 
side of the upper jaw and from t ™ n t y- 
two to twenty-four In each side of the 
lower Jaw. Another peculiarity lies In 
the fact that they are all molars or 
grinders. They Increase in size from 
front to back, Instead of from the root, 
and are wholly destitute of enamel.

Mexico has an ingenious plan for fa 
cllltatlng verdicts In jury trials. Two 
supernumerary Jurors are drawn to 
sit near the Jury box and listen to the 
evidence and arguments. If any of the 
regular Jury falls ill or is otherwise 
disqualified from going on, one of the 
“supes” takes his place. 
In this way 
they avoid what is often seen In Amor 
lean courts—a long trial rendered use­ 
less when It Is nearly finished by the 
sudden Illness or death of one juror.

Even when parliam ent is not in 
session none but members nre allowed 
to be covered there. Not even the eldest 
son of any peer may wear bls hat In 
the room 
“Neither Is any person to 
stay there, nor any attendant on any 
nobleman but while he brings in his 
lord, and then he is to retire himself.” 
In 1703 official notice was taken of 
the fact that of late the doorkeepers 
have frequently 
presumed to come 
within the doors when the house Is sit­ 
ting, and It w as therefore ordered that 
for the future this liberty be forbid­ 
den. 
Another point In which the peers 
are scrupulous to preserve their dig­ 
nity is revealed in the standing order 
with reference to conferences between 
the tw o houses. 
It sets forth th at “the place of our 
meeting w ith the lower house upon 
conference is usually the painted cham­ 
ber, where they are commonly before 
we come and expect our leisure. 
We 
are to come thither in a whole body 
and not some lords scattering before 
the rest, which both takes from the 
gravity of the lords and besides may 
hinder the lords from taking their 
proper places. 
We are to sit there 
and be covered, but they are not at 
any committee or conference either to 
be covered or sit down In our presence 
unless it be some infirm person and 
that by connivance In a corner out of 
sight, to sit, but not to be covered.” 
Although never rescinded, this regu­ 
lation is now practically obsolete.— 
Chambers’ Journal.

Leopold 
Buns said almost the sam e wonts of 
the whole H ebrew people, " lf there are 
ranks In suffering, Israel takes prece­ 
dence of all the nations.” 
The humor 
of Israel Is flavored with bitterness and 
plays round the greater subjects of 
thought and of speculation; plays like 
the humor of a man in pain. 
Listen to the lam ent of a satirist 
born at Arles In 1287 who Ands the 
works of the Jew ish law an Intolerable 
burden and seems to have come, like 
Heine, to the bitter conclusion that 
“Judaism is not a religion, It Is a mis­ 
fortune:” 
Oh, hapless sire. distraught with cares. 
Whoso wife to him male children bears, 
For all of them, or rich or poor, 
Have only suffering to endure. 
This Is caused by the Jewish creed. 
Whose yoke Is hard to bear Indeed. 
Its many law s and regulations 
Which are unknown to other nations 
Every Hebrew m ust observe 
With watchful eye and straining nerve; 
E’en though he shares In public functions. 
He still m ust follow their Injunctions. 


The Bible is not half enough; 
Glosses there are and other stuff 
In which he erudite must be, 
Especially in theology, 
In all the Talmud may relate. 
In authors’ quarrels and debate, 
In things particularly small, 
Of no significance at all. 
One more mediaeval quotation, this 
time from the pen of a Barcelona Jew. 
The lines can hardly perhaps be called 
humorous, but they illustrate with a 
certain terse comedy the great value 
set by the race upon .three things— 
money, knowledge and domestic hap 
pines*. If a man has none of them the 
poet has no better advice to give bim 
than to hold his tongue or to liaug him­ 
self: 
What Is the most useful thing to any 
man In life? 
Knowledge or wealth or a good and lov­ 
ing wife. 
But lf none of these commodities man has 
ever got 
Then by keeping golden silence he might 
Improve his lot. 
And lf he cannot do so. that poor and hap­ 
less knave. 
Then let him go away at once and dig 
himself a grave. 
On his deathbed Heine made his last 
Joke, and It Is typically Jewish. “Re 
viewing his by no means irreproacha­ 
ble past,” he hoped that God might for­ 
give him, “for c'cst son m etier”—(that is 
his trade). 
Another story illustrates 
yet more perfectly lite bitter humor of 
the Jew. 
It Is the story of a dying 
rabbi “who had been all his lifetime 
extrem ely religious, but had likewise 
alw ays suffered much w ant and mis­ 
ery. ‘Do you know,’ he said to those 
in the sickroom, ‘if after all the sad ex­ 
periences I have had In the past there 
Is no future life I shall bo greatly 
amused.’ ’’—Loudon Spectator. 


Colophon. 
CoAophou w as a city of ancient Ionia, 
nine miles north of Ephesus, and near 
the sea. It w as said to be the birth­ 
place of ^tonier, and near it w as a fa­ 
mous orac^s of Apollo. The Greek prov­ 
erb, “To put a colophon to It,” mean­ 
ing to end an affair handsomely, Is ex­ 
plained by Strabo as arising from a 
belief th at the cavalry of Colophon was 
so excellent In quality th at their charge 
was alw ays decisive in a battle. Hence 
arose the custom of calling any device 
or monogram or printer's nam e or sign 
or date of printing in ohl printed books 
a colophon in the senso of a definite, 
satisfactory end. 


T ych o Brahe. 
It was the great eclipse of Aug. 21, 
1560, th at turned Tycho B rahe into an 
astronomer. 
H e was in his fourteenth 
year a t the time, a Danish boy of no­ 
ble origin, and had been destined first 
for the arm y and then for the law. 
But the accuracy 
w ith 
which the 
eclipse was predicted Impressed him 
with the belief th a t astronom y w as a 
divine thing, and thenceforw ard he de­ 
voted his life to It. 
The debt of as­ 
tronomy to Tycho Brahe not only for 
his own work, but us the man who 
shaped 
the 
genius 
of 
Kepler, 
can 
scarcely be overestim ated. 


D i n n e r I n rn B e ll. 
In the tow er of E rfu rt cathedral 
hangs a huge bell ten feet high and 
thirty feet In circumference, weighing 
thirteen tons. 
W ithin this In July, 
1713, dined ten of the tow n’s most 
opulent burghers on dishes cooked in 
a kitchen tem porarily erected on the 
beam th at supported 
the ponderous 
mass of tiutinnabulary metal. To cele­ 
brate this repast medals were struck, 
having on the obverse the portraits cf 
the guests aud on the reverse the rep­ 
resentation of the curious scene.
